energies another way. Mutes of me- 
diocre ability have no chance in this 
work, where all have to be smart and 
keep improving or go under. The 
mute "blacksmith" finds it hard 
a living, and if a reduction of hands 
ever lakes place he is sure, to be the 
first to get, his walking -papers. 

Bul while SO average deaf mute has 
so little chance 1 of success in the pro- 
fession, it does not follow that all 
should leave it alone. No, indeed. 
For the more intelligent there is no 
occupation latter adapted, prov id ed 
he alv "i his eyes open for im- 

provement. If does not follow that, 
if a certain W. A. Bond, in New York, 
has tried the trade for seven years 
and not found it to pay. every deaf 
mute in the country is such a dunce 
that he must fail too, as we are to un- 
derstand from his sweeping assortion 
as reported in the Advance. No; it 
merely shows that, if he has found it 
to be the Case with himself, he had 
better step down and out. and not re 
main where his presence injures the 
chances of better men than he. 

ilr, "Joel Slocum" remarked, the

mute printers, afforded by the Educat- 
or, the Mirror, and the last annual 
report, of the New York Institution 
show that intelligent deaf mutes can

It would do 
them no harm to try the art. and if, af- 
ter a few months, he finds himself 
rapidly improving, and gets an idea of 
and an aptitude for the work, lie can- 
not Ao better than

dot his ideas of the trade enlarge, tor 

his own sake and that of his brother
